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Sir: 

This election is filed in response to the Office Action dated September 14, 
2004 (Paper No. 0904). In the Office Action, the Examiner identified four distinct 
species. The Examiner required the Applicants, under 35 U.S.C. §121, to elect a 
single species for prosecution. The four species identified by the Examiner are: 

A) Species of Fig. 3, 

B) Species of Fig. 6, 

C) Species of Fig. 9, 
D. Species of Fig. 10. 

Applicants respectfully point out to the Examiner that Fig. 6 shows a 
connecting sheet 2a, 2b. Furthermore, Applicants respectfully point out that Fig. 6 is 
a partial view of the test socket which contains a. circuit board 16 shown in Figs. 2-5. 

Pursuant to the Examiner's requirement, the Applicants elect B) Species of 
Fig. 6 claimed in claims 1-5 and 10-16. It is understood that claims 6-9 will be
